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MAIN FEATURES 
+ In February 1984, there was an estimated 2,462,200 persons in the civilian labour force In New 
South Wales, of whom 2,190,800 were employed and 271,400 were unemployed. (See Table 1). 


+ The labour force participation rate was 60.0 per cent (males 76.3, married females 41.7, and all 
females 44.4) and the unemployment rate 11-0 per cent (males 10.2, married females 7.9, and all 
females 12.5). (See Table 1). The unemployment rate for persons aged 15 to 19 was 281 per cent 
(males 25-2 and females 31.2). (See Table 11). 


+ Since February 1983, no significant movement has occurred In the number of persons in the labour 
force, the rise of 8,600 In employed persons belng offset by a similar fall in the number of 
unemployed persons (with the unemployment rate falling from 11.4 to 11-0 per cent). The labour 
force participation rate, however, decreased from 60.9 to 60-0 per cent by virtue of a rise in 
the civilian population aged 15 and over during the period. (See Table 1). 


+ The unemployment rate In the Sydney Statistical Division has remained consistently below that for 
the balance of New South Wales. In February 1984 the unemployment rate in the Sydney Statistical 
Division was 10-5 per cent and in the balance of New South Wales 12-0 per cent (10-7 and 12.6 per 
cent respectively In February 1983). (See Tables 2 and 3). 
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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


1. This publication contatns estimates 
retating to persons In the civilian jabour 
force and to those persons not [fn the 
labour force. The estimates have been 
derived from the Jabour force survey 
component of the monthly population survey, 
which fs conducted on a sample basis 
throughout Australia. Alt estimates In 
this fssue have been revised In order to 
align them with the population estimates 
arising from the 1981 Census of Populatton 
and Housing (see Explanatory Note 5 below). 
A revision to the method of classifying 
persons to marital status has also occurred 
(see Explanatory Note 7(h) below). 


2. Statistics similar to those contained 
In Tables 1, 2 and 5 of this publication 
are published each month as they become 


avallable, In Monthly Summary of Statistics 


(1305.1) which Is available, on request, 
from this Office. Other data contained in 
this publication are also avallable each 
month (except for the occupation and 
Industry details for employed persons, 
which are avatlable only on a quarterly 
basIs). In addition, other unpublished 
data may also be available. These data, If 
required each month as they become 
avallable, may be obtained from this 
Office. 


3. The monthly population survey. This 
survey consists of the monthly labour force 
survey and in most months one or more 
supplementary survey topicse From February 
1978, the survey has been conducted each 
month. Previously the survey was conducted 
In February, May, August, and November of 
each year. The Information is obtained 
from the occupants of selected dwellings by 
carefully chosen and specially trained 
interviewers. The Interviews are generally 
conducted during the two weeks beginning on 
the Monday between the 6th and 12th of each 
month. The Information obtained relates to 
the week before the Interview (i-e., the 
survey week). 


4. Survey sample. The monthty population 
survey [fs based on a multi-stage area 
sample of private dwellings (houses, flats, 
etc.) and non-private dwellings (hotels, 


motels, etc.-), and covers about one-half of 
one per cent of the population of New South 


Walese The survey sample [fs reselected 
after each quinquenntal Census of 
Population and Housing. The reselected 


sample of dwellings, based on 1981 Census 
results was Introduced In the October 1982 
surveye Information on sample design and 
selection is given in the Technical Note tn 
The Labour Force, Australla, 1978 (6204.0). 


5. Revision of series. Labour force 
survey estimates back to February 1978 have 
been recalculated to conform to revised 
population estimates which take account of 
the 1981 Census. tn addition, following 
the change tn official population estimates 
to a place of usual residence basis after 
the 1981 Census, the population benchmarks 
used In this reviston of Jabour force 
survey estimates are comptied according to 
place of usuai residence» For an 
explanation of the new conceptual basis of 
population estimates see Information 
Paper-Population Estimates: An Outline of 
the New Conceptual Basis of ABS Population 
Estimates(3216.0). To coordinate with the 


new benchmarks, the labour force survey 


questionnaire was changed In October 1982 
to enable identification of each 
respondent's place of usual residences The 
revised estimates shown In this publication 
from October 1982 onwards are thus wholly 
according to place of usual residence. 
Prtor to October 1982, the estimates are 
based on a combtnatton of place of 
enumeration and place of usual residences 
The main body of this pubiication contains 
estimates on the revised bases for more 
recent months, while the Appendix contalns 
a table providing revised estimates of 
labour force status of the civilltan 
popujation aged 15 and over from February 
1978 to December 1982, In a format similar 
to Table 1. 


6. Scopes The monthly labour force survey 
Includes aj} persons aged 15 and over, 
except: 
(a) members of the permanent defence 
forces; 


(b) certain diplomatic personnel of 


overseas governments, customarily 
excluded from census and estimated 
populations; 


(c) overseas residents In Austraila; 
and 


(d) members of non-Austrailfan defence 
forces (and thelr dependants), 
stationed fn Australla- 


7. Labour force concepts and definitions. 
(a) The concepts and definitions used in 
the monthly labour force survey conform 
closely to those recommended by the 
International Labour Organisation. The 
labour force comprises all persons In scope 
who, during the survey week, were employed 
or unemptoyed as defined In Explanatory 


Notes 7(b) and 7(c) below. The survey week 


comprises the seven days preceding the 
Interview week (see Explanatory Note 3 
above). The activitles of persons In this 
perlod of reference are used In determining 
the classification of those who are 
employed. tn additton to this week, the 3 
weeks preceding tt are also considered In 
identifying the unemployed. More detailed 
definitions of these two groups follow. 


(b) Employed persons. 
1. These comprise alt civilians aged 15 

and over who, during the survey week: 

+» worked for one hour or more for pay, 
profit, commisston or payment In kind 
(Inctuding employees, employers and 
self-employed persons) In a Job or 
bustness, or on a farm; or 

. worked for 15 hours or more without 
pay in a famtly business or on a farm 
(ieee, unpald family helpers); or 

+ were employees who had a job but were 
not at work and were: on pald leave; 
on leave without pay for less than 
four weeks up to the end of the 
survey week; stood down without pay 
because of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at thelr place of 
employment for tess than four weeks 
up to the end of the survey week; on 
strike or locked out; on workers' 
compensation and expected to be 
returning to thelr Job; or recelving 
wages or salartes while undertaking 
full-time study; or 


« were employers or self-employed 
persons who had a Job, business or 
farm, but were not at work. 

Ti. These employed 
classified into: 
« full-time workers (lee., those who 

usually work 35 hours or more a week 
and others who, although usually 
part-time workers, worked 35 hours or 
more during the survey week); and 

+ part-time workers (}.e., those who 
usually work less than 35 hours a 
week, and who did so durtng the 
survey week). 


persons can be 


A person who held more than one Job Is 
counted only once - In the Job In which he 
worked most hours during the survey week. 


(ec) Unemployed persons comprise all 
clviilans aged 15 and over who were not 
employed during the survey week, and: 

1. had actively looked for full-time or 
part-time work at any time In the four 
weeks up to the end of the survey week, 
and: 

+ were avallable for work In the survey 
week, or would have been available 
except for temporary iliness (lee, 
lasting for less than four weeks to 
the end of the survey week); or 

+ were waltiIng to start a new Job 
within four weeks from the end of the 
survey week, and would have started 
In the survey week If the Job had 
been available then; or 

Tt. were waiting to be called back to a 
full-time or part-time Job from which 
they had been stood down without pay 
for less than four weeks up to the end 
of the survey week (Including the whole 
of the survey week) for reasons other 
than bad weather or plant breakdown. 


(d) Actively looking for work Includes 
writing, telephoning or applytng {n person 
to an employer for work; answering a 
newspaper advertisement for a Job; checking 
factory or Commonwealth Employment Service 
notice boards; being registered with the 
Commonweaith Employment Service; checking 
or registering with any other employment 
agency; advertising or tendering for work; 
and contacting friends or relatives. 


Note. The figures shown tn this 
publication for the number of persons 
unemployed should not be confused with 
those Issued by the Commonwealth Department 
of Employment and Industrial Relations. 
These latter figures represent the number 
of persons registered as unemployed 
awatting placement with the Commonwealth 
Employment Service. 


(e) Persons not in the labour force are 
those who, during the survey week, were not 
In the categories ‘employed! or 


Tunemployed', as defined above. They 
Inciude persons who were keeping house 
(unpaid), attending an educational 
Institution (school, university, etc), 
retired, voluntarily tnactive, permanently 
unable to work, Inmates of institutions 
(hospitals, gaols, sanatoria, etce), 
trainee teachers, members of contemplative 
religious orders, and persons whose only 
activity during the survey week was jury 
service or unpaid voluntary work for a 
charitable organisation. 


(f) Duration of unemployment ts the period 
from the time the person began looking for 
work or was laid off to the end of the 
survey week. Perfods of unemployment are 
recorded In complete weeks and this results 
in a slight understatement of duration. 
Average (mean) duration is the duration 
obtained by dividing the aggregate number 
of weeks a group has been unemployed by the 
number of persons [In that group. 


(g) Unempioyed persons classified by 


Industry and occupation. Unemployed 
persons who had worked full-time for two 
weeks or more in the last two years are 
classiffed according to the Industry and 
occupation of their most recent full-time 
Job. 


Ch) Marital status. {n the monthly 
population survey, persons are classified 
as marrted or not marrted. Marital status 
ts determined from Information supplied by 
the respondent about the individual himself 
or herself and, where the person was 
reported as belng married, about the living 
arrangements of persons usually resident In 
the household- Martta? status does not 
therefore necessarily refiect tegal status. 


Persons are classified as married If they 
are reported as being married (Including de 
facto) and their spouse was a usual 
resident of the household at the time of 
the survey. The not married category 
Includes persons who have never married, or 
are separated, widowed or divorced, as well 
as those who, although reported as being 
married, did not have a spouse who usually 
itved In the househoide Persons who live 
In a de facto relationship but do not 
volunteer this Information when asked 
whether they are married are classified as 
not married. This definition has been 
revised since previous tssues of this 
publication and as a result estimates In 
this Issue are no longer comparable with 
those shown In previous I[ssuese This 
revision to the marital status 
classification has been undertaken In two 
parts. Firstly, for all surveys from 
February 1978, persons who reported that 
they were separated, were reclassified as 
not married (prevtously tnctuded as 
married). Secondly from June 1983 onwards, 
In addition to Inciuding persons reported 
as separated, the not married category 
Includes persons, who although reported as 
married, did not, at the time of the 
survey, have a spouse who was a usual 
resident of the household. 


8. tndustry classification. The 
classification of tndustries fs In 
accordance with the Australfan Standard 
Industrial Classification (ASIC) described 
tn Australian Standard [ndustrial 
Classification, Vole 1 - The Classification 
(1978 Edition) (1201.0). 


9. Occupation classification. The 
classification of occupations Is In 
accordance with the Classification and 
Classifted List of Occupations, Australia 
(Revised, June 1981) (1206.0). 


10. The Sydney Statistical Division Is 
predominantly urban In character - and its 
boundary was re-delineated In 1976 to 
embrace the area expected to contain the 
urban development of Sydney (and assoctated 
smaller urban centres) for a period of at 
least twenty years. This area covers the 
same area as the ‘Sydney Reglion', as 


delIneated by the State Pianning Authority 
(now the Department of Environment and 
Planning) In Its publ tcation Sydney Regton, 
1970-2000 A.D., Outline Plan. 


11. Retlablilty of the estimates. Since 
the estimates In this publication are based 
on Information obtained from occupants of a 
sample of dwellings, they, and the 
movements derived from them may differ from 
figures that would have been obtained If 
the Information had been collected from 
occupants of all dwellings (usIng the same 
questionnaire and Interviewing procedures). 
One measure of the likely difference Is 
given by the standard error, which 
Indicates the extent to which an estimate 
might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was Included In the 
surveys A Technical Note, showing the 
likely standard errors relating to sample 
estimates, Its shown at the end of this 
publication.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimatton Procedure 


1. The tabour force estimates are derived 
from the monthly poputation survey by use 
of a complex ratio estimation procedure. 
This procedure ensures that the survey 
estimates conform to an Independently 
estimated distribution of the population by 
age and sex, rather than to the age and sex 
distribution within the sample Itself. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


2 Two types of error are possible [tn an 
estimate based on a sampse survey: 
sampling error and non-sampling error. The 
sampling error {ts a measure of the 
varlabit ty that occurs by chance because a 
samp!e, rather than the entire population, 
Is surveyed. Since the estimates In this 
pubtication are based on information 
obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, the estimates and the movements 
derived from them are subject to sampling 
variablitty; that is, they may differ from 
the figures that would have been obtained 
if all dwetlings had been inctuded in the 
survey. One measure of the likely 
difference is given by the standard error 
which Indicates the extent to which an 
estimate might have varted by chance 
because only a sample of dwellings was 
Included. There are about two chances in 
three that a samp!e estimate wit! differ by 
tess than one standard error from the 
figure that would have been obtatned Tf all 
dwellings had been Included and about 
nineteen chances in twenty that the 
difference wilt be less than two standard 
errors. The standard error can atso be 
expressed as a percentage of the estimate, 


and this is known as the relative standard 


error. 


3. Space does not allow for the separate 
Indicatton of the standard errors of allt 
estimates In this publication. Standard 
errors of estimates derived from the survey 
and of monthly, quarterty and annuat 
movements since February 1978 (except those 
movements spanning September/October 1982) 
can be determined by using the table betow. 
Details of standard errors for estimates 
and of annua! movements prior to February 


1978 are contained In 
Austratia, 1978 (6204.0). The standard 
errors of quarterly movements for periods 
prior to February 1978 were published In 
the Technical Note in the November 1977 
issue of this publication. Details of the 
standard errors of monthly, quarterly and 
annual movements spanning September/October 
1982 were published in the November 1983 
issue of this publication. 


4. Standard errors of estimates can be 
determined from columns 1, 2 and 3 tn the 
table below, as follows: 


If the estimate obtained from the 
sample Is 100,000 (see column 1) the 
standard error is 3,900, fee, 3.9 per 
cent of the estimate, and there are 
about two chances In three that the 
true figure is within the range 96,100 
to 103,900 and about nineteen chances 
In twenty that this figure Is between 
92,200 and 107,800. As the standard 
errors In the table show, the smaller 
the estimate, the higher Is the per 
cent (relative) standard error. 


5a The movement In the level of an 
estimate Is also subject to samp!ting 
variabl tity. The standard error of the 
movement depends on the levels of the 
estimates from which the movement [Is 
obtained rather than on the size of the 
movement. Standard errors of monthly 
movements are given tn cofumn 4 of the 
table betow. The standard error of the 
monthty movement is read against the larger 
of the two estimates appearing In cofumn 1 
from which the movement Is derived. An 
example of the use of column 4 Is as 
follows: 


(f the estimates for two successive 
months are 480,000 and 500,000 (iee. an 
increase of 20,000), this column shows 
that the standard error of the monthty 
movement will be 5,100 (the figure 
shown tn the column against 500,000 tn 
column 1). That is, there are about 
two chances In three that the monthly 
movement lies between 14,900 and 25,100 
and about nineteen chances fn twenty 
that It lies between 9,800 and 30,200.

6. Standard error: of quarterty and 
annual movements are explained tn the 
footnote to the table below. 


773 The standard errors of estimates 
relating to agricuttural employment are 
generatly somewhat higher than the standard 
errors of other estimates of the same 
magnitude. The standard errors for Sydney 
Statistical Diviston are approxtmatety the 
same as for New South Wales as a whole. 


8. The relative standard errors of 
estimates of average duration of 
unemployment are obtained by first finding 
the relative standard error of the estimate 
of the total number of persons contributing 
to the estimate (see table below) and then 
muttiptytng the figure so obtained by 1.5. 


oe The rellabtliIty of an estimated 
percentage or rate, computed by using 
sample data for both numerator and 
denominator, depends upon both the size of 
the numerator and the sitze of the 
denominator. However, the relative 
standard error of the estimated percentage 
or rate will generally be siightly lower 


sampling errors. 
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than the relative standard error of the 
estimate of the numerator. The relative 
standard errors of the numerator can be 


obtained from column 3 [n the table below. 


10. The Impreciston due to samp!ing 
vartabllity, which fis measured by the 
standard error, should not be confused with 
Inaccuractes that may occur because of 
Imperfections In reporting by respondents, 
errors made in coftlection such as In 
recording and coding of data, and errors 
made In processing the datae Inaccuracies 
of this kind are referred to as non- 
They may occur In any 
enumeration, whether It be a full count or 
a sample. Every effort is made to reduce 
non-sampling errors to a minimum by careful 
design of questfonnaires, intensive 
training and supervision of interviewers, 
and efficient operating procedures. 


11. Estimates below 4,500 have been 
excluded from this publication because they 
are subject to samp!ting variability too 
high for most practical purposes. Although 
figures for these smal! components can in 
some cases be derived by subtraction, they 
shoutd not be regarded as rettable.
